Never have pearls been more popular 
or commanded such high prices as during 
the past ten years. At present nothing is 
considered in better taste than the pearl, 
ou account of its purity and subdued 
beauty. 

Tbi.i unusual demand ha.s hadtheeflfect 
of greatly BtimulHting the search for 
tbeni, especially on the we.st coa.st of 
Australia, at Thursday Island, the .So(jIoo 
Archipelago, in Ceylon and the I'er.siuu 
Gulf, and also along the coast of Liower 
Califoralai The'demand included pearls 
of all colors, except the inferior yellow. 

The fiiie black pearls from Lower Cali- 
fornia haye^been in great roqiirnt, sinr^le 
ones bringing as much as ic.ouO. "W ith 
Ibeso black pearls are fouud many beau- 
tiful gray and prnyish brown pearls. 

The different fisheries of the world pro- 
duce fully $1,000,000 worth annually, of 
which tho lower California flsborie.s pro- 
iluco prol)ably one-si.\tli. Kentucky, lun- 
nesseo and Texas liiive given us over 
910,000 worth of pearls i)er annum; their 
Mmarkahle fresh water.pearls, especially 
tho pink ones, which are unrivaled for 
delicacy of tint. 

The finding of two bushels of these in 
the Turner group of mounds in the Jjittle 
I liaml Valley, Ohio, by Professor F. W. 
Putnam, gives iis a fuiut Idea of liow 
plentiful they were before the arrival of 
tho Europeans. But wiihin the last five 
years many of the fancy colored pearls 
have received their variety of color not 
from nature, but by artiliclal means, — 
Kortb American Review. 



CIRCUMSTANTIAL EVIDENCE. 



A rrlioner's Innooence Fully Prored, and 
Ills licleaas EflTected. 

An extraordinary case of circumstan- 
tial evidence occurred in a town on 
the banks of the Tennessee River several 
years ago. 

Two travelers had gone to the hotel and 
were placed for the night in the same 
room, but in separate beds. The next 
morning^one of them was gone and traces 
of blooawe're found from the hotel to the 
river. ^11^ was believed that he had been 
murdered.and thrown ioto tlie river, and 
the other ti-aveler was arrested. 

The accused denied his puilt and estab- 
lisheil an excellent reputation, and tlie 
fact that he bad no object iu murdering 
the man. Vet circumstances pointed so 
strongly and directly towards him that 
lie was convicted of murder in tho first 
degree, aud the date of his execution 
fixed. 

The case ^was, of course, published in 
the uew8paper<i, and was seen by the man 
who was supposed to have been murdered 
in New Orleans, where he was engnt;ed in 
boainen, .;I|e..lost no time in uolifying 
the authorities and securing the release 
of au innocent man. 

He said tliat durlnp the niniit at the 
hotel he bad been attaclied by bleeding of 
the nose, and arising:, had gone to tbo 
river to bathe liis face and wait till tbo 
bleeding had stopped. 'Whilo there a 
Hteam boat came along, and going nljoard 
he proceeded to New Orleans. Thus were 
the tracks of blood from the hotel to the 
river accounted for.
